One View «f the Shorthand of History 


and Chronology. 


Heraldry can make tho world n glori- 


fied world. It is a quarry where every 
one may hew and a Boa where every one 
may dip MB oar, and if heraldry be- 
came again a fine art she conic) bo once 
more the bride of history, while art 
with her tumult- of enthusiasm alone 
can deck her fittingly. 
Without arr 


heraldry is an uncouth and dead thing; 
with art she liveth for every one and is 
truly a snieuco. 


Heraldry creates intelligent cnriosity 


and stimulates historic imagination. 
She awakens interest" in »euf-rations 
gone by and should be taught, says Mr 
Raskin, to the yoniig men and maidens 
of the street and lane, for heraldrv 
helps to decipher the forgotten hand~- 
writing on the Widl and the glorious 
record of our ancestors' doings and 
strivings and progress and upward 
climbing in the long crusade against 
tyranny and slavery and ignorance and 
intolerance. 


That heraldry is the shorthand of his- 


tory a-.id chronology seems to be now 
allowed, and heraldry, in a sense, 
should be the application of the fine 
arts of Eoulptviro and painting to family 
history. It is the silent language which 
Christendom adopted and developed at 
the time of the eruscdes. In silence and 
in hope she spake, through the eyes, to 
the heart of Christendom, of (he uobie. 
deeds of her children, and she is alto- 
gether indispensable if the heraldric al- 
lusions in Dante, Chaucer, Spc-user, 
Shakespeare, Scott, etc., are not to be 
entirely lost. 


Heraldry has received the sanction of 


centuries, and a herald of tho true strain 
is neither finicking, fretful nor faulty, 
but full of goodly joy aiul at tijEi'seven 
of pious mirth. And if some peep ai;a 
mutter at abuses, forgetting that ti;c 
abuse of anything is 2:0 ;;rgurnciit 
against its proper use, others sse and 
learn that heraldry h^.s cilacatioual 
value, is to many a race a wayside sac- 
rament and blazes bread its potent in- 
fluence—namely, that nothing must be 
done to tarnish the family escutcheon.

hereditary rank, coat armor is the only 
distinctive mark of birth and high 
blood for the unfilled nobility.—Nine- 
teenth Century.

fermentation is active, a characteristic 
brownish foam rises to Hie ism-fact! ; oth- 
erwise there will bo a white -scunij 
which is a bad sign. 


After 30 or 10 days fermentation 


ceases. The liquor has become clear, 
tho dregs settling to tho bottom or ris- 
ing to tbe surface. 
This is tho time to 


draw it off by u siphon or by H spigot. 
The cider is now rnn into a clean iiar- 
rcl, where it undergoes a second fi?r- 
zuaitation. When this censes, indicated 
by the absence of further Ivahblesof car- 
bonic acid gas, tho barrel should bo com- 
pletely closed until the time arrives for 
using the cider. Cider is preserved well 
enough in barrels when they r1"-^ com- 
pletely full, but when the "barrel lias 
boon partly emptied there is danger ' f 
its dfgeneratinp in quality.. Eottlins 
cider has become a largo industry in 
France.

Charles Ashton, an employe of the 


Solar Refining company, was run 
down by an east bound fast freight 
train on the C. & E at the Sbawcee 
road crossing early this moralng and 
was instantly killed. Tfae fatal ac- 
cident was witnessed by several rail 
road men and one of the victim's 
most intimate friends. The unfor- 
tunate man only realized bis danger 
the instant that he was killed. 


The acc'dent occurred about 7:05 


o'clock. Ashton was employed as a 
driver for the Solar Refining Co., aad 
it had neen his duty for the past year 
and a half to drive from the refinery 
to the city each morning with a 
arge side >eated wagon in whicn tiie 
•mployes in the refinery offices were 
hauled to and from their 
work. 


After making this trip ia the early 
morning, he drove a smaller wagon 
and hauled the mail, express pack- 
ages and other small articles of 
reight to and from the plant. This 
morning, as usual. Asbton walked to 
the stables at the refinery and after 
bitching a team to the passenger 
wagon, left the stables immediately 
after 7 o'clock. As he turned from 
the Solar driveway 


INTO THE 8HAWNEE ROAD 


and headed bis team toward the city, 
east-bound fast freight train No 90 
on the C. & a was seen by operator 
Diily and several other raen in the 
M. Q. tower, approaching at a high 
rate of speed 
As both train and the 


driver neared the road crossing Ash- 
ton was seen checking his team, but 
only for a second, and then he urged 
the horses forward again. Clint Hc- 
ver, who bad been sitting in the up- 
per room of the signal tower waiting 
for Ashton to come along go that be 
could ride to the city, saw the team 
start abead the second time, and 
linking that Ashton intended cross- 
lag the track ahead of the train, 
descended tbe stairs and upon step- 
ing out in front of the tower he was 


horrified to see tbat Ashton's team 
was just stepping upon the track ana 
the iron monster was bearing down 
upon them, but a few yards away, 
and approaching at a terrific speed. 
Still the driver sat quietly upon the 
wagon seat, apparently 


TJNCONSCIOTJS OF ANY DANGER. 


A cry of horror and warning went up 
from tbe throat of almost every one 
of the several persons who were gaz- 
ing spell-bound upon the scene There 
was another instant of suspense. 
Ashton gave one frightened look 
of intelligence toward the -huge 
mogul locomotive that he could 
have touched with his hands—and the 
crash carue. Clint Hover, who was 
still ssanding in front of the signal 
Dower, some forty or fifty feet from 
the road crossing, saw Asbton's body 
burled toward him with terrific force. 
He dodgeo aside, and the uofortu 
nate driver's body struck an iron lad- 
der which reaches from the ground 
up to the block signal boards of the 
tower, and then fell limp and lifeless 
at Hover's teet. Mr. Hover raised 
his friend's head and rested it upon 
his arm, and the railroad men quickly 
brought cushions to make a tempo- 
rary cot for the unfortunate; but 
Ashton only gasped once or twlca for 
breatn, and all was over. Death hart 
claimed its victim instantly. 


The train which run Asatou down 


was one o* the fast meat trams which 
piss through here every morning. It 
was in charge of Conductor J. H. 
Johnston 
and Engineer Shindler, 


with engine 717. The approach to 
>T Q tower from the west is down- 
grade for half a mile or more, and the

WAS NOT WORKING STEAM 


when it neaied the crossing, conse- 
quently it made but little noise and 
asuton evidently did not hear it. A 
west-bound local freight train, in 
charge ot Conductor Al Johnston, 
was standing on a passing track im- 
mediately east of tbe tower, the crew 
having held the iiMln there in the 
;e!esr," waiting for No. 90 to pass. 
Ashton probably heard the engine of 
No, 90 whistle, but after he turned 
bis team into the Sba» nee road he 
directed his attention to the train 
occuovinK the passim* track. Wiisa 
be checked bis team,"those who saw 
him supposed that he realized that 
the fast train was approaching, but 
it is evident that he was only watch- 
ing the local train on the passing 
trick 


Tbe pilot on engine 717 struck the 


waeon at tbe front wheels and divid- 
ed the vehicle into two parts. The 
front wheels were hurled against trie 
west side of the signal tower, which 
stands on the north sirifvjf tbe track, 
and the rear wheels and bed of the 
vehicle were thrown some distance 
along the south side of the main 
track.

having murdered an infant child, of 
which the prisoners are the alleged 
parents 
The body of tbe infant was 


found by Detective Wilson Blaiza 
aod Ojroner L. J. Stueber about 4 
O'clock la*t evening, buried beneath. 
a pig pen at the rear uf the Olinger 
residence. The chi'd's mother was 
arrested sooa after the remains of 
the child were unearthed, and Dalan 
was arrested m a barber shop on 
south Main street about 8 o'clock by 
Detective Blaizs and Cocstable Wm 
Mumaugb. 


Detective B'aize has bees 


on this case for about two weekF, but 
until last evening did not secure 
evidence sufficient to justify making 
the arrests. Tne Stumbaugh woman 
is a grass widow. She claims that 
for about a year she bas been keeping 
company with Dolan and tbat he is 
the father of the child. When first 
questioned 
by 
Detective 
Blaize 


she 
denied 
having 
killed 
the 


infant, but claimed that the child was 
3ead when bore. 
Blaize informed 


her that he had evidence to prove 
bat she had 


CHOKED THE CHIU> TO DEATH, 


whereupon she declared that Dolan 
had told ber to kill the child, and she 
gave the detective letters which she 
claimed to have received from Dolan 
beftre the birth of the child, and in 
which she claimed there was proof of

Yesterday Blaize ascertained that
